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PRICES  IN  IfWiifS 


July  18,  1968 


July  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  (Class  J  prices) 
averaged  $6. 5k  per  hundredweight  for  170  markets,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board.    This  was  up  k  cents  from  June  and  37  cents  above  a  year  earlier.  Regional 
averages  for  July  ranged  from  17  to  6k  cents  above  July  1967* 

Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  in  25  cities 
averaged  52. k  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  July.    This  was  about  the  same  as  June 
but  nearly  2  cents  above  July  1967.    Home -delivered  half  gallons    for  the  25  cities 
averaged  59.1  cents  in  July— up  slightly  from  June  and  2  cents  above  a  year  earlier. 

New  England;    Dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $7.06  per  hundredweight  for  early 
July — unchanged  from  June  but  25  cents  above  July  1967*    Except  for 
changes  in  reported  ranges,  out -of- store  and  home -delivered  prices  continued  at 
June  levels. 

Middle  Atlantic:    Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $6.97  per  hundredweight  for  July— up 

7  cents  from  June  and  up  36  cents  from  July  1967*    Out-of -store 
and  home -delivered  prices  continued  mostly  at  June  levels. 

East  North  Central:    Dealers*  prices  for  fluid -use  milk  averaged  $6.o!+  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  July — up  7  cents  from  June  and  k6  cents  above 
July  1967.    Prices  to  consumers  held  steady  in  most  Michigan  and  Ohio  markets. 
General  increases  of  about  ■§  to  1  cent  per  quart  were  reported  in  most  Indiana, 
Illinois  and  Wisconsin  markets,  although  continuing  price-war  conditions  were  reported 
in  Madison,  Wisconsin  and  Rockford,  Illinois  markets. 

West  North  Central:    Dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.00  per  hundredweight  in 

early  July — up  2  cents  from  June  and  60  cents  above  July  19^7 • 
Except  for  price  range  changes  in  out-of-store  prices  in  Iowa  and  Missouri  markets, 
consumer  prices  were  unchanged  from  June. 


South  Atlantic:    Class  I  milk  prices  paid  by  dealers  during  early  July  averaged 

$6.90  per  hundredweight — up  k  cents  from  June  and  17  cents  above 
July  1967*    Consumer  prices  at  stores  and  home -delivered  were  mostly  unchanged 
from  June.    The  most  significant  changes  were  general  increases  of     cent  per  quart 
in  Charleston,  West  Virginia  for  both  out-of -6tore  and  home -delivered  milk. 

East  South  Central:    Dealer  prices  in  July  averaged  $6.58  per  hundredweight — up 

1  cent  from  June  and  33  cents  above  July  1967*    Store  and 
home -delivered  prices  for  consumers  generally  held  unchanged  from  June. 
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West  South  Central:    Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $7.20  per  hundredweight  in  early 

July — unchanged  from  June,  hut  6k  cents  above  July  1967, 
Except  for  changes  in  reported  ranges  for  some  markets,  and  price -war-  conditions 
reported  in  Oklahoma  City,  consumer  prices  continued  at  about  the  June  levels. 

Mountain:    Dealers  paid  an  average  of  $6.60  per  hundredweight  for  fluid-use  milk 
in  early  July — up  only  1  cent  from  June  but  hi  cents  above  July  1967. 
Consumer  prices,  both  at  stores  and  home -delivered,  continued  unchanged  in  nearly 
all  markets. 

Pacific:     Dealers  paid  an  average  of  $5*86  per  hundredweight  for  Class  I  milk  in 
early  July — unchanged  from  June  but  23  cents  above  July  19^7.  Consumer 
prices  were  unchanged  from  June  levels  for  both  store  and  home -delivered  milk. 

SALES  OF  FLUID  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AMD  RECEIPTS  OF  MILK  FROM  PRODUCERS 

Total  fluid  items:    Preliminary  data  for  May  on  total  sales  of  fluid  items  in  76 

marketing  areas  averaged  about  1  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier. 
For  April,  total  sales  were  about  3  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier— partly  be- 
cause of  one  extra  sale  day  in  April  1968  (one  less  Sunday  than  April  1967)* 

Whole  milk:    Sales  of  whole  milk  in  78  marketing  areas  during  April  were  about  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier. 

Low-fat  and  skim  milk:    April  sales  of  low-fat  and  skim  milk  items  in  77  markets 

averaged  nearly  19  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  and  cream  mixtures;    Sales  of  mixtures  (mostly  half  and  half)  in  76  areas 

were  down  about  1  percent  from  April  19&7* 

Cream  Items:    Cream  sales  in  j6  areas  were  up  about  6  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Cream  sales  were  affected  by  the  difference  in  dates  for  Easter, 
which  fell  in  April  1968  and  in  March  1967. 

Milk  receipts:    May  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  at  plants  regulated  for  79 

marketing  areas  averaged  17^*0  million  pounds  per  day — up  2  per- 
cent from  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  production:    June  milk  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  10,955 

million  pounds — down  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    June  pro- 
duction provided  1.82  pounds  of  milk  per  person  daily  for  all  uses,  compared  with 
1.8l  pounds  in  May  and  1.86  pounds  a  year  earlier.

CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS 
PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS 

August  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  (Class  I 
prices)  averaged  $6.55  per  hundredweight  for  about  170  markets,  according  to  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board.    This  was  up  1  cent  from  July  and  37  cents  above  a  year 
earlier.    Regional  averages  for  August  ranged  from  21  to  68  cents  above  August 
1967. 

Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  -whole  milk  in  25 
cities  averaged  52.9  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  August.    This  was  one-half 
cent  above  July  and  more  than  2  cents  above  August  1967 •    Home -delivered  half 
gallons  for  the  25  cities  averaged  59*^  cents  in  August  —  up  slightly  from  July 
and  2  cents  above  a  year  earlier. 

New  England:    Dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $7.06  per  hundredweight  in  early 

August  —  unchanged  since  June  but  25  cents  above  August  I967 • 
Store  and  home -delivered  prices  continued  mostly  at  July  levels. 

Middle  Atlantic:    Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $6.97  per  hundredweight  for 

August  —  unchanged  from  July  but  k-3  cents  above  August  1967. 
Store  and  home-delivered  prices  continued  mostly  at  July  levels. 

East  North  Central:    Dealers'  prices  for  fluid -use  milk  averaged  $6.03  in  early 

August  —  unchanged  from  the  revised  July  level  but  31  cents 
above  July  1967*    Prices  to  consumers  held  steady  in  most  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois 
and  Wisconsin  markets,  although  price-war  conditions  continued  in  Madison,  Wisconsin 
and  Rockford,  Illinois.    General  increases  of  \  to  1  cent  per  quart  were  reported 
in  most  Michigan  markets. 

West  North  Central:    Dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.00  per  hundredweight  in 

early  August  —  about  the  same  as  a  month  earlier  but  59 
cents  above  a  year  earlier.    General  increases  of     to  1  cent  per  quart  from 
July  were  reported  in  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota  markets.    Price  ranges  changed 
in  Kansas  and  Missouri.    Consumer  prices  held  at  July  levels  in  Minnesota,  Iowa, 
and  Nebraska. 


South  Atlantic:    Class  I  milk  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  early  August  averaged 

$6.92  per  hundredweight.    This  was  2  cents  above  July  and  21  cents 
above  August  1967*    Consumer  prices  increased  from  July  levels  for  most  Virginia 
and  Florida  markets.    Except  for  changes  in  price  ranges,  most  other  markets 
continued  at  July  price  levels  for  both  out-of -store  and  home -delivered  milk. 


East  South  Central:    Dealer  prices  for  Class  I  milk  averaged  $6.58  per  hundred- 
weight in  August  —  unchanged  from  July  but  25  cents  above 
August  1967.    Store  and  home -delivered  prices  for  consumers  generally  held  un- 
changed from  July.

West  South  Central:    Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $7.24  per  hundred-weight  in 

early  August  —  up  k  cents  from  July  and  68  cents  above 
August  1967»    Consumer  prices  increased  1  cent  per  quart  in  Louisiana  markets 
and  decreased  in  Lubbock,  Texas.    Other  markets  in  the  region  generally  held  at 
July  levels. 

Mountain:    Dealers  paid  an  average  of  $6.59  per  hundredweight  for  fluid -use  milk 

in  early  August  —  down  1  cent  from  July  but  38  cents  above  August 
1967.    Consumer  prices,  both  at  stores  and  home -delivered,  increased  from  July 
levels  in  Montana  markets  but  held  mostly  unchanged  in  the  rest  of  the  region. 

Pacific:    Dealers  paid  an  average  of  $5*86  per  hundredweight  in  early  August  — 
unchanged  since  June  but  23  cents  above  August  I96J.    Store  and  home- 
delivered  milk  prices  increased  1  to  2  cents  per  quart  in  most  Oregon  markets 
but  held  steady  in  Washington  and  California.

For  May,  total  fluid  sales  were  about  1  percent  more  than  a  year 
earlier . 

Whole  milk:    Sales  of  whole  milk  in  77  marketing  areas  during  May  were  down 
about  2  percent  from  May  1967 • 

Low-fat  and  skim  milk:    May  sales  of  low-fat  and  skim  milk  items  in  j6  markets 

averaged  more  than  16  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  and  cream  mixtures:    Sales  of  mixtures  (mostly  half  and  half)  in  75  market 

areas  were  down  about  k  percent  from  May  19&7 • 

Cream  items:    Cream  sales  in  75  areas  were  down  more  than  3  percent  from  a  year 
earlier. 

Milk  receipts:    June  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  at  plants  regulated  for 

79  marketing  areas  averaged  168.5  million  pounds  per  day  —  up 
1  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  production:    July  milk  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at 

10,208  million  pounds  —  down  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 
June  1968  milk  production  has  been  revised  slightly  to  10,937  million  pounds. 
Total  milk  production  in  the  first  7  months  of  1968  was  about  1  percent  less  than 
the  same  period  a  year  earlier.    July  production  provided  1.6k  pounds  of  milk  per 
person  daily  for  all  uses,  compared  with  1.8l  pounds  in  June  and  I.67  pounds  for 
July  1967.

Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  in  25  cities 
averaged  53.2  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  September.    This  was  slightly  above 
August  and  2  cents  above  September  1967*    Home-delivered  half  gallons  for  the  25 
cities  averaged  59*7  cents  in  September- -about  the  same  as  August  but  2-|  cents  above 
September  1967.

.Total  fluid  items;    Preliminary  data  for  July  on  total  sales  of  fluid  items  in  about 

70  marketing  areas  averaged  2  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
For  June,  total  fluid  sales  were  nearly  3  percent  below  a  year  earlier.    For  the 
first  6  months  of  1968,  total  sales  were  1  percent  above  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.    Relatively  large  gains  in  sales  of  skim  milk  items  continue  to  offset  de- 
clines in  whole  milk  and  cream.

Milk  receipts;    July  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  at  plants  regulated  for  69 

marketing  areas  averaged  121.7  million  pounds  per  day — up  1  percent 
from  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  production;    August  milk  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  9>567 

million  pounds — down  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    August  produc- 
tion provided  1.53  pounds  of  milk  per  person  daily  for  all  uses,  compared  with  1.6U 
pounds  in  July  and  1.57  pounds  a  year  earlier.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  KUK  MARKETS 

October  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  (Class  I  prices) 
averaged  $6.65  per  hundredweight  for  about  170  markets,  according  to  the  Crop  Re- 
porting Board.    This  was  up  5  cents  from  September  and  35  cents  above  a  year  earlier. 
Regional  averages  for  October  ranged  from  13  to  55  cents  above  October  1967* 

Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  in  25  cities 
averaged  53^  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  October.    This  was  slightly  above 
September  and  more  than  2  cents  above  October  1967.    Home- delivered  half -gallons  for 
the  25  cities  averaged  just  over  60  cents  in  October--slightly  above  September  and  3 
,        cents  above  October  1967 • 

New  England;    Dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $7»30  per  hundredweight  in  early  October- 

up  11  cents  from  the  revised  September  price.    A  2k  cent  increase  in 
dealer  price  level  became  effective  September  15  for  New  England  markets.    The  early 
October  price  level  was  ^9  cents  above  a  year  earlier. 

Consumer  prices,  both  at  stores  and  home- delivered,  generally  increased  1  cent 
per  quart  in  all  markets. 

Middle  Atlantic;    Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $7*19  Per  hundredweight  in  early 

October--up  10  cents  from  the  revised  September  level  and  55  cents 
above  October  19^7 •    New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Philadelphia  area  Class  I  and  consumer 
prices  moved  up  from  September  levels  in  line  with  New  England  markets.    Class  I  and 
consumer  prices  were  unchanged  in  other  Pennsylvania  markets. 

East  North  Central;    Dealer  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  averaged  $6.05  per  hundredweight 

in  early  October— unchanged  since  August  but  17  cents  above 
October  19^7»    Except  for  continuing  changes  in  price  ranges,  consumer  prices  in  most 
markets  continued  at  August  and  September  levels. 

West  North  Central;    Dealers*  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.01  per  hundredweight  in 

early  October- -about  the  same  as  September  but  35  cents  above  a 
year  earlier.    Consumer  prices,  at  stores  and  home- delivered,  generally  held  at 
September  levels. 

South  Atlantic;    Class  I  milk  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  early  October  averaged  $7.0^+ 

per  hundredweight--up  9  cents  from  September  and  33  cents  above 
October  1967*    Consumer  prices  increased  \  to  1  cent  per  quart  in  Delaware,  Maryland, 
District  of  Columbia,  and  most  South  Carolina  markets.    Most  other  markets  in  the 
region  held  prices  unchanged  from  September. 

East  South  Central;    Dealer  prices  for  Class  I  milk  averaged  $6.60  per  hundredweight 

in  early  October — unchanged  from  September  but  up  13  cents  from 
October  1967*    Store  prices  to  consumers  and  home-delivered  milk  prices  held  un- 
changed from  September  levels. 
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West  South  Central;    Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $7.25  per  hundredweight  in  early- 
October— about  the  same  as  September  but  31  cents  above 
October  1967*    Except  for  changes  in  price  ranges  in  several  markets,  store  prices 
to  consumers  and  home-delivered  milk  prices  held  at  September  levels. 

Mountain:    Dealers  paid  an  average  of  $6.56  per  hundredweight  for  fluid  use  milk  in 

early  October — down  2  cents  from  September  but  33  cents  above  October  19^7  • 
Except  for  changes  in  price  ranges  for  some  Colorado  and  Idaho  markets,  consumer  milk 
prices  held  at  September  levels. 

Pacific :    Dealers  paid  an  average  of  $5*86  per  hundredweight  for  fluid  use  milk- 
unchanged  since  August  but  20  cents  above  October  1967*    Consumer  prices  in 
the  region  generally  held  stable  at  September  levels. 

SAIES  OF  FLUID  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AND  RECEIPTS  OF  MILK  FROM  PRODUCERS 

Total  f^uid  items:    Preliminary  data  for  August  on  total  sales  of  fluid  items  in 

about  70  marketing  areas  averaged  k  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
Part  of  this  increase  was  the  result  of  heavier  sales  in  August  in  preparation  for 
the    Labor  Day  weekend.    For  July,  total  fluid  sales  were  about  2^  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.    Part  of  the  increase  for  July  may  be  explained  by  one  additional  sales  day 
compared  with  July  19^7  • 

Whole  milk;    Sales  of  whole  milk  in  72  marketing  areas  during  July  were  about  the 
same  as  July  19^7  • 

Lowfat  and  skim  milk:    July  sales  of  low-fat  and  skim  milk  items  in  71  markets  aver- 
aged 17  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  and  cream  mixtures:    Sales  of  mixtures  (mostly  half  and  half)  in  70  market  areas 

were  down  about  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Cream  items:    Cream  sales  during  July  in  70  areas  were  down  1  percent  from  July  1967* 

Milk  receipts:    August  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  at  plants  regulated  for  69 

marketing  areas  averaged  118A  million  pounds  per  day— up  2  per- 
cent from  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  production:    September  milk  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated 

9,058  million  pounds — down  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 
September  production  provided  1.50  pounds  of  milk  per  person  daily  for  all  uses, 
compared  with  1.53  pounds  In  August  and  1.52  pounds  a  year  earlier.

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MILK  PRICE  AND  SALES  HIGHLIGHTS 


November  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  (Class  I) 
averaged  $6.65  per  hundredweight  for  about  170  markets.    This  was  unchanged  from 
October  but  3^  cents  above  November  1967.    Regional  averages  for  early  November 
ranged  from  13  to  55  cents  above  November  1967,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 

Store  prices  to  consumers  in  25  cities  in  early  November  averaged  53i"  cents  per 
half  gallon  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk.    This  was  the  same  as  October 
but  more  than  2  cents  above  November  1967.    Home -delivered  half  gallons  for  the 
25  cities  averaged  about  60  cents  in  November — the  same  as  October  but  3  cents  above 
November  1967.    The  home -delivered  prices  are  subject  to  quantity  discounts. 

Preliminary  data  on  total  sales  of  fluid  products  for  September  in  about  70 
marketing  areas  averaged  1  percent  below  a  year  earlier.    The  additional  Sunday  in 
September  this  year  reduced  average  daily  sales.    Revised  August  sales  were  k  percent 
above  August  1967.    Total  sales  during  January-September  were  about  1  percent  above 
the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 


New  England;    Dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $7.31  per  hundredweight  in  early 

November — about  the  same  as  October  but  50  cents  above  a  year 
earlier.  Consumer  prices  in  the  region,  both  at  stores  and  home-delivered, 
generally  were  the  same  as  a  month  earlier. 

Middle  Atlantic:    Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $7.19  per  hundredweight  in  early 

November — unchanged  from  October  but  55  cents  above  November  19 67. 
Except  for  changes  in  price  ranges,  consumer  prices  held  at  October  levels  in 
most  markets. 

East  North  Central:    Dealer  prices  for  fluid-use  milk  averaged  $6.06  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  November — unchanged  from  the  revised  October 
level  but  18  cents  above  November  1967.    Consumer  prices  continued  near  October 
levels,  but  changes  in  price  ranges  were  recorded  for  whole  milk  sold  at  stores. 

West  North  Central:    Dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.00  per  hundredweight  in 

early  November— unchanged  from  the  revised  October  level  but 
31  cents  above  November  1967.    Consumer  prices,  at  stores  and  home -delivered,  held 
at  October  levels  except  for  changes  in  price  ranges  for  several  markets. 

South  Atlantic:    Class  I  milk  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  early  November  averaged 

$7.04  per  hundredweight — unchanged  from  October  but  31  cents  above 
November  1967.    Consumer  prices,  both  at  stores  and  home -delivered,  held  unchanged 
from  October  for  most  markets.

East  South  Central;    Dealer  prices  for  Class  I  milk  averaged  $6.60  per 

hundredweight  in  early  November- -unchanged  from  October 
but  13  cents  above  November  1967.

SALES  OF  FLUID  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AND  RECEIPTS  OF  MILK  FROM  PRODUCERS 


Total  fluid  items;    For  August,  total  sales  were  nearly  k  percent  above  a  year 

earlier.    Part  of  the  increase  was  the  result  of  heavier 
sales  in  preparation  for  the  Labor  Day  weekend.    The  sales  data  represent 
about  70  marketing  areas. 

Whole  milk;    Sales  of  whole  milk  during  August  were  about  1  percent  above  a 

year  earlier.    Sales  for  the  first  8  months  of  1968  were  slightly 
below  the  same  period  for  1967. 

Low- fat  and  skim  milk;    August  sales  of  low-fat  and  skim  milk  items  averaged 

17  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Since  January, 
sales  have  averaged  11  to  19  percent  above  corresponding  year-earlier  months. 

Milk  and  cream  mixtures;    Sales  of  mixtures  (mostly  half  and  half)  were  down 

3  percent  from  August  I967.    This  continued  the  trend 
of  reduced  sales  compared  with  1967. 

Cream  items;    Cream  sales  during  August  were  down  less  than  1  percent  from  a 
year  earlier.    For  the  first  8  months  of  1968,  cream  sales  were 
about  Z\  percent  below  the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  receipts;    September  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  at  plants  regulated 

for  about  70  marketing  areas  averaged  nearly  120  million  pounds 
per  day — up  about  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  production;    October  milk  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated 

at  9,159  million  pounds — about  equal  to  a  year  earlier. 
October  production  provided  l.k6  pounds  of  milk  per  person  daily,  compared 
with  1.U8  pounds  a  year  earlier.

December  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  (Class  I) 
averaged  $6.65  per  hundredweight  for  about  170  markets.    This  was  unchanged  since 
October  but  32  cents  above  December  I967.    Regional  averages  for  early  December 
ranged  from  2  to  55  cents  above  December  1967,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 

Store  prices  to  consumers  in  25  cities  in  early  December  averaged  53?  cents  per 
half  gallon  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk.    This  was  about  the  same  as 
October  and  November  but  more  than  2  cents  above  December  I967.    Home-delivered  half 
gallons  for  the  25  cities  averaged  about  60J  cents  in  December — up  slightly  from 
November  and  3  cents  above  December  1967.    The  home -delivered  prices  are  list  prices 
before  deductions  for  quantity  discounts. 

Preliminary  data  on  total  sales  of  fluid  products  for  October  in  about  70 
marketing  areas  averaged  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier — October  1968  had  one  less 
Sunday  than  in  1967.    Revised  September  sales  were  2  percent  bel  rjv  September  1967. 
Total  sales  during  January-October  were  about  1  percent  above  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.

Milk  receipts:  October  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  at  plants  regulated  for  about 
70  marketing  areas  averaged  about  the  same  as  last  month  but  up  2  per- 
cent from  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  production:    November  milk  production  was  estimated  at  8,793  million  pounds — about 

equal  to  a  year  earlier.    November  production  provided  1.^5  pounds 
of  milk  per  person  daily  for  all  uses,  compared  with  I.U7  pounds  a  year  earlier.
